DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses an air bag, but fails to disclose an air bag formed of two woven fabrics 
interwoven each other to be a bag shaped body, each composed of polyamide fiber yarns 
containing a copper compound in a mixture of a halogenated alkali metal, the copper compound 
selected from a group consisting of a copper salt and a halogenated copper, and having a copper 
concentration in the range of 30 to 200 ppm, the fiber yarns having a total fineness in the range 
of 66 decitex and 167 decitex and the yarn containing a plurality of single filaments, each 
filaments having a fineness in the range of 1 to 3.3 decitex.
